Manning, Newman and Brownson Acknowl- 


edged [heir Gratitude 


E ee former associates of those 
who join the Catholic Church 
are fond of asserting that the con- 
verts keenly regret their course, 
that if their foreknowledge had 
been as complete as their after- 
knowledge they never would have 
taken the step; that they suffer 
great distress of mind when they 
see at last just what they have let 
themselves in for. A contemporary 
quotes the statements of the three 
most’ prominent converts of the 
last century, Cardinal Manning, 
Cardinal Newman and Dr. Orestes 
A. Brownson, in which this 
calumny is disposed of with a fer- 
vor and strength of faith that 
leaves no doubt how these great 
luminaries regarded the grace of 
conversion. 


To the author of “Recollections 
of. Cardinal] -Wiseman,” Manning 
wrote under date of April 16, 1851, 
(he was then Dr. Manning of ‘St. 
Mary’s, Bayswater): 


“Tt. (your tellmg me of my ex- 
pected

known so much as a momentary 
shadow of doubt s over my rea- 
son or my ce.

tecost. .. Nor have I ever for a 
moment h d‘in my conviction, 
since 1845, ‘it was my clear 
duty to join that Catholic Church 
as I did then join it, which in my 
own conscience | felt to be divine. 
. . . Moreover, never for a moment 
have I wished myself back; never 
have I ceased to thank my Maker 
for His mercy in enabling me to 
make the great change; and never 
has He let me feel forsaken by 
Him, or in distress of any kind of 
religious trouble.” 


With like vehemence of soul 
wrote Dr. Brownson, at the close

This little paper, which, as the 
name implies, is a regular Sunday 
Visitor to your home, has by far 
the largest circulation of any re- 
‘igious weekly in the whole world. 
From its first issue it became very 
popular with Catholics of the 
United States because it met a 
special and very urgent need. 

OUR SUNDAY VISITOR was 
born two years before the begin- 
ning of the World War in Europe, 
at a time when the Socialist Party 
was very strong in our country, 
and published -a- weekly ey 
known as “THE APPEAL 
REASON” with more than 1,000,- 
000 circulation. The Socialistic 
propaganda of that day was quite 
anti-Catholic because the only con- 
sistent opposition it had came from 
the Catholic Church and her organs 
of publicity. 


Opposed “The Menace” 

When, therefore; because of its 
antagonism to the Catholic Church, 
Catholic people withdrew their 
subscriptions from THE APPEAL 
TO REASON, another sheet, pro- 
fessedly anti-Catholic, was started 
under the strange caption “THE 
MENACE,”

try, whose names are familiar to 
our readers. These . papers 
had not only their secret. agents at 
work distributing their venom dur- 
ing the darkness of the night, but” 
gave encouragement to two or 
three score of men, each with a 
radical Socialist record, to enter 
the lecture field. Their first. mo- 
tive, of course, was mercenary. 
Readers of anti-Catholic papers 
would pay fifty cents apiece to lis- 
ten to their tirade prepared from 
anti-Catholic books. 

For many. years OUR SUNDAY 
VISITOR was the sole antidote to 
all this poison. It took the trouble 
‘to secure the record of each anti- 
Catholic speaker whose name came 
to its attention; ‘it answered the 
libels against the Church which 
were often the subject of conversa- 
tions in the factories and between 
Catholics and non-Catholic neigh- 
Subscriptions from or for 
non-Catholics poured into our office 
nearly as rapidly as from Catholics 
because the former wanted to hear

HE Canon of the Mass is the |Last 
prayer in whieh the Consecra- 


Body. and Blood of our Lord and 
‘Saviour is accomplished. Or it is 
the rule of Consecration. (The 
word canon means rule). It is a 
part of the Mass which does not 
change, except in two details and 
those rather rarely, 

The Canon is of ccurse most 
beautiful and most profound, The 
Mystery it enshrines is quite be- 
yond descrption, and quite beyond 
our mental ability to understand 
completely. But although we may 
never get the Mystery completely 
in our minds, yet everyone should 
get his mind in the Mystery. That 
will be done, I think, if one under- 
stands the outline of the Canon. 

The heart and center of the 
Canon is, as you already know, the 
Consecration. Here the priest, act- 
ing in the name and under the com- 
mand of Christ, and with the power 
he has received from Christ 
through the unbroken successon of 
Bishops, repeats our Lord’s words. 
Through them Christ becomes as 
really, though not as visibly, pre- 
sent as He was at the Last Supper. 
Every Catholic knows this truth. 

Immediately after the Consecra- 
tion there is a prayer in your Mis- 
sal which you should know from 
memory. In it we, who remember 
the suffering, death, resurrection 
and ascension of our Lord, offer to 
God this all-perfect sacrifice of 
thanks for our redemption.

Now if you take the Consecration 
and this prayer together as the 
center and heart of the Canon the 
rest is very eaSy. Before the Con- 
secration are two prayers, of offer- 
ing. After it are two prayers of 
offering again. Then, before the 
first two prayers of offering are 
three prayers of remembrance, and 
after the second two offering 
prayers are three more prayers of 
remembrance, In the beginning is 
the Preface, at the end is the Doxo- 
logy. 

So the Canon is made up of two 
prayers of thanksgiving (Preface 
and Doxology); six prayers of re- 
membrance (three before the Con- 
secration, three after); and four 
prayers of offering (two be- 
fore, two after). At the center is 
the Consecration which brings 
Christ into the midst of the pray- 
ers, and into the midst of us. For 
here it is that our blessed Lord 
truly keeps His promise—‘“‘where 
two or more are gathered together 
in My newer there am I in the 
midst of them.” 


Now this structure of the Canon 
should be clearly kept in mind. If 
you read it in your Missal a few 
times, then you will not have to 
read it any more because you will 
know the prayer, or at least its 
meaning, and pray it without read- 
ing. It is not hard to remember 
that after the Preface come three 
mementos, then two prayers of of- 
fering; and that after the Conse- 
cration come two prayers of offer- 
ing, then three mementos and last 
the doxology. I have repeated that 
now for the third time. Here is a 
picture of it: 


The Cross stands for the Conse- 
eration. The little arrow coming 
from the foot of the Cross is for 
that prayer immediately after the 
Consecration which you should 
know from memory. The four ar- 
rows standing straight are for the 
four prayers of offering. The si 
little squares stand for the six 
mementos. The arrows on either end 
are for the Preiace and Doxology 
(prayers of gratitude). 

The Canon is a great Prayer. In 
fact it is the greatest Prayer on 
earth. The best thing any Catholic 
can do during the Canon is to say 
the Canon. And if you understand 
the Prayer as a whole it will be of 
great aid to your devotion during

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WE CONGRATULATE NEW YORK CITY 


We feel it in order to congratulate Cardinal Hayes 
and his efficient workers in New York on the success of 
this year’s Catholic Charities drive. It was inaugurated 
by a beautiful pastoral letter read in all the churches of 
the archdiocese. 

_ Ata luncheon on the eve of the drive Cardinal Hayes 
declared that during the last year 94,000 people applied 
for assistanee from the Catholic organizations which 
constitute his Catholic Charities. Help was given to 
18,000 families and to 18,000 homeless children. 

The magnitude of this service is better grasped by 
comparisons. For instance, there are only about 18,000 
children of school age in a city of 100,000 people. The 
total number of families for which the general relief 
agencies of Cleveland is able to care is 18,000. 

en it is considered that Catholics contribute to a 
general\relief fund besides supplying most of the money 
for independent operations it must be clear that they are 
doing their full duty to humanity in these days of stress, 
as the Catholic Church has felt herself compelled to do 
beginning of her existence in every nation. 


HEY NEED FIVE CHURCHES 
TO OUR ONE 

The Presbyterian Board of Missions has gathered a 
religious census of northeastern New Jersey, which re- 
veals the fact that the combined Protestant church mem- 
bership in that area totals 456,478, or slightly less than 
one-fourth of the entire population. The Catholic mem- 
bership totals 601,919, or about one-third of the entire 
population. Jews number 123,953 or slightly less than 
seven per cent. The number unaffiliated with any reli- 
gious organization is 689,245, or about thirty-seven per 
cent of the whole population: 

What astounds the Presbyterian Board of Missions 
is that the more than 600,000 Catholics are served by 381 
churches, while the 456,000 Protestants need 1500 
churches belonging to 53 different denominations. 

This census furnishes a very forceful argument in 
proof of the greater efficiency of Catholic effort. It 
shows that, in proportion, the Protestants require five 
times as many churches as Catholics to serve an equal 
number of people. It also destroys the charge of “priest- 
ridden”, of which we were wont to hear so much during 
the past.

Charity Homes Show

Rule Foundation, discloses financial 
difficulties so serious as to consti- 
tute an “alarming situation,” ac- 
cording to preliminary reports. 
The survey was undertaken to 
determine the effects of the depres- 
sion upon private orphanages, 
child-placing agencies, day nurser- 
ies and homes for the aged, which 
draw their support from sources 
distinct from public funds and gov- 
ernmental appropriations. 


According to the reports re- 
ceived so far, some institutions al- 
ready have been forced to close be- 
cause of lack of funds. Reduction 
of income is reported by 88 per 
cent of the orphanages, some of the 
reductions being as high as 60 per 


cent. Eighty-one per cent of these 


institutions report increases up to 
100 per cent over former years in 


the number of applicants for ad- 


mission. One institution said its 
work had increased 300 per cent 


without any increase in its funds. 


The survey shows parents and 
relatives no longer able to contri- 
bute to the support of children in 
institutions of this type and that 
the full cost of their support falls 
upon the already underfinanced 
budgets. It is said in the report 
that fewer foster homes are now 
available for orphaned or neglected 


children. 


Evidence Verifies Site 
Of Biblical Mizpah 


JERUSALEM. — Decisive  evi- 
dence has now been obtained that 
Tell en Nasbeh, near Ramallah, 
which is twenty-six miles north- 
west of Jerusalem, is the ancient 
Biblical Mizpah of Benjamin’s time. 
This definitely rules out the old 
suppostion that Neby Samwil, in 
the hills west of Jerusalem, was 
the site of Mizpah. 


It was at Mizpah that Samuel 
judged and repeatedly assembled 
the forces of Israel. At its sanctu- 
ary Saul was chosen king and after 
the destruction of Jerusalem it be- 
came the capital of Judah. During 
the tenth century B. C., Asa of 
Judah converted Mizpah into a for- 
tress to check encroachments of the 
northern kingdom. A great wall 
was built sectionally by conscrip- 
tion of the Judaic population and 
the time when, it has been estab- 
lished, alterations were made 
around the edge of the mound to 
allow the building of the wall 
leaves no doubt as to the identity 
of the site.

The Catholic priest, by ad- 
ministering the Sacrament of 
Penance, removes from the dy- 
ing man the cause of fear, 
namely sin.

Through the Sac- 
rament of Extreme Unction 
the priest is able to console the 
dying man and strengthen him 
to bear his ills patiently.

Let him 
bring in the priests of the 
Church, and let them pray 
over him, anointing him with 
oil in the name of the Lord, 
and the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick man; and if he 
be in sins they shall be for- 
given him.” (5, 14.) 

The Protestant minister 
does not have the sacraments, 
their consolation and grace. 
He can only encourage the 
man by his word of cheer, 
pray with him, or read to him 
some consoling chapter from 
the Gospels or some other de- 
votional reading.

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POPE ALEXANDER VI, 
A. D. 1492-1503. 


P OPE ALEXANDER VI occupied 
the see of St, Peter from 1492 
to 1503. Under his pontificate the 
following noteworthy Holy Name 
events are worth recording: 

A feast called “The Most Sweet 
Name of Jesus” was already cele- 


brated in England in the middle of 


the 15th century. Pope Alexander 
publicly sanctioned and indulgenced 
this celebration which gave great 
impetus to the Holy Name move- 
ment in that country. | 

Under the pontificate of Alex- 
ander VI, Christopher Columbus, 
one of the greatest Holy Name men 
of his times, brought the Holy 
Name to America and called the 
land he first discovered “Holy Sav- 
idur”. Columbus brought ‘with him 
gold from America which Pope 
Alexander VI used in the ornamen- 
tation of the ceiling of the church 
of St. Mary Major in Rome. The 
same gold still adorns the ceiling 
of this great church, and is much 
admired, 

Pope Alexander VI was the orig- 
inator of the missions to the New 
World. In a letter which he received 
from Columbus, the latter said: “T 
trust that by God’s help I may 
spread the Holy Name of Jesus and 
the Gospel as widely as may be.” 

Under Alexander’s pontificate 
there flourished in Florence, Italy, 
a juvenile band of Holy Name 
workers, that made warfare against 
blasphemers and gamblers, and that 
collected sinful luxuries, indecent 
pictures, dice, and cards which were 
burnt in the public square in Flor- 
ence on Shrove Tuesday A. D. 1496. 
On this occasion the Youths carried 
on their shoulders the statue of the 
Christ Child—the emblem of. the 
Holy Name Society—and, marching 
around the huge “Bonfire of Vani- 
ties,” sang “Viva Jesu Christo.” 

In 1494 Blessed Bernardine of 
Feltre, one of the greatest mission- 
aries of the 15th century, organized 
Holy Name Confraternities in Pa- 
dua and Pavia, Italy. Blessed Ber- 
nardine of Busti (d. 1500) was also 
active in the cause of the Holy 
Name. Bernardine de Leonardi 
erected a Confraternity of the Holy 
Name in the Cathedral Church of 
Foligno, Italy. These men belonged 
to the Franciscan Order. 

In England the writings of Rich- 
ard Rolle of Hampole contributed 
largely in the spread of the Holy 
Name devoton. In France we find 
Oliver Maillard (d. 1502) and Jean 
Tisserand (d. 1494). Ih Germany 
we find John Kannegieser (d. 1500) 
who was called “The Trumpet of 
Truth”, Heinrich Kastner, 
Stephan Fridolin (1498). 


Biography of Alexander VI 


Pope Alexander VI was born at 
Xation, near Valencia, Spain, Janu- 
ary 1st, 1431. His family name was 
Rodrigo Borgia. At the age of 25 
he was made a Cardinal Deacon and 
later Cardinal Bishop and dean of 
the Sacred College. He was Vice 
Chancellor of the Roman Church. 
He was elected pope in 1492. His 
election met with general approval, 


i beeause he had conducted for 35 


years the affairs of the Roman 
Chancery with rare ability and in- 
dustry. His election was greeted by 
the Romans with torch light pro- 
cessions, bonfires, and general jub- 
ilation. 

He followed with keen interest 
the discoveries of Christopher Col- 
umbus, and sent the first mission- 
aries to Amerca to spread the Gos- 
pel. He encouraged the Holy Name 
Movement in England and else- 
where, and did much to encourage 
and develop the religious drama. 

He was a great friend of the 
Monastic Orders. He named the 
Augustinians as permanent Sacris- 
tans of the Papal Palace. He en- 
couraged the Dominicans in their 
work among the Confraternities— 
the Confraternities championed by 
them were the Rosary and the Holy 
Name. Favors and privileges were 
also granted the Franciscans and 
other Orders. . 
Pope Alexander VI is the most 
maligned of all the Even 
Catholic historians did little to de- 
fend him.

His remains now 
lie in the § National Church 
of Santa Maria di Monserrato in 
Rome. Here is also the tomb of his 
uncle Pope Callistus III. A marble 
monument has recently been erect- 
ed in memory of both popes. This 
is the church in which in later years 
St. Ignatius of Loyola used to 
preach and catechize. 


HOLY NAME COMMENT. 


Standing before the tomb of 
Alexander VI we are reminded of 
the first and greatest Holy Name 
man of America—Columbus—the 
Christ Bearer—who on his second 
voyage to the New World was ac- 
companied by missionaries on re- 
quest of Pope Alexander VI. Of 
Columbus it is said, that he never 
sullied his lips with a profane or 
immodest word so that Jayme Fer- 
rer, the great scientist of Spain, 
said to him one day: “Senor, in 
your mission you seem an Apostle, 


Holy Name in unknown lands.” 


Holy Name men, let us take the 


words which Columbus wrote to 
Pope Alexander VI as our own: “I 
trust that by God’s help I may 
spread the Holy Name of Jesus as 
widely as possible.”

“Ask and you shall receive, that 
your joy may be full.”

| John’s Gospel today, to help us 
make use of the infinite merits of 
Jesus.

This “confidence” should be 
the spirit in which -we make all of 
our appeals to God, and it should 
prevent us from being discouraged, 


when God, in His wisdom, sees that 


it is best to deny us what we ask. 

He is our Father. Even as good 
earthly fathers sometimes deny a 
child something, because it would 
not be good for the child, so our 
Father in Heaven, Who sees and 
knows all things, does everything 
for our good. So often little chil- 
dren ask, in prayer, for toys and 
foolish little things. It would be 
much better to ask God to bless 
you, watch over you and keep your 
souls free from sin. Ask Him to 
bring you safely through to enjoy 
Heaven with Him, and all the 
Saints and Angels, 

When you call upon Him as your 
Father, your “joy will be full’ even 
though He does not seem to answer 
your prayer. This “joy” comes from 
speaking to God in prayer and piac- 
ing yourself, like a good child, in 
His care.
